Charleston, whose testimony was said 
to have been of great«*r value to the 
House flood control committee during 
its recent sessions than that of any 
other man, addressed the Cape Gir­ 
ardeau Rotary Club at its noon-day 
luncheon Monday on the subject 
of 
flood control and on the bill which th< 
president is expected to approve. 
Emphasizing 
the 
complexity 
of 
ilood control, Engineer Berthe point 
ed out that the House committee took 
more than 10,000 pages of testimony 
during the five months it was in ses­ 
sion and that the investigation of the 
best means of curbing floods of the 
Mississippi and tributary rivers was 
one of the most exhaustive ever made 
by a congressional committee. 
The disastrous flood of 1927, with 
its heavy loss of lives and property in 
the Mississippi valley, directed atten­ 
tion to the in adequateness of previous 
legislation to provide full control of 
the river, Berthe said. 
Although two 
annual allotments still were due un­ 
der the 1923 control bill, he said, so 
much criticism was directed against 
the control agencies then at work that 
additional legislation was deemed ne­ 
cessary to provide a 
comprehensive 
plan and means for its 
admin is tra- 
t ion. 
During the early days of the move­ 
ment for the larger plan, Berthe said, 
there developed two schools of tho’t, 
as far as the economic features were 
concerned. 
One held that local agen­ 
cies should pay a portion of the cost 
of th«' plan, while the other insisted 
that the federal government bear all 
the cost. 
The sentiment of all Mis­ 
sissippi 
valley 
residents, 
however, 
was that a co-operative control sys­ 
tem would Ik* a failure syid that the 
plan must be administered by a 
sin­ 
gle agency, Berthe said. 
Finally, Berthe said, in answer 
to 
the insistence of those who demanded 
that thi* local interests bear a portion 
of the cost, it was decided to advance 
the proposition that local agencies al­ 
ready had paid hteir portion of 
the 
cost of the plan in control works al 
ready constructed. 
According to tig 
ures compiled for this purpose, it was 
shown that local districts had invest 
ed $292,000,000 for th si purpose up to 
that time, while the federal govern­ 
ment had assisted them to tin* extent 
of $71,000,000. Adding these amounts 
and the amount it was proposed 
to 
expend <ni the new plan, Berthe said, 
it was found that the local interests 
already had paid at least 
1 
jh*j 
cent of the total cost, although some 
advocates of 
the 
local-contribution 
theory had said they would be 
con­ 
tent with a payment as low as 2») per 
cent from the local districts. 
Berthe discussed 
the 
controversy* 
occasioned by the introduction of the 
Jadwitt 
plan, 
advanced 
by 
Major 
General E. A. Jadwin, chief of army 
engineers, to whom the president had 
delegated the formulation of a con­ 
trol plan. 
Berthe said that Ja<lwin's 
experience on 
the 
Mississippi river 
was limited to eight visits 
a total of 
about 60 days. 
He opinted out sev­ 
eral radical departures 
in 
.! ad win’s 
plan from the practices of the Missis­ 
sippi River Commission under which 
control work 
had 
l*?en 
carried on 
since the commission’s creation 
al­ 
most 40 years 
ago. 
Among 
other 
things, he said, the Jadwin plan con­ 
templated a levee freboard of from 
nothing to one foot, while the river 
commission contemplated a freeboard 
of three feet. 
In addition to disposing of the en­ 
gineering features of control of the 
river, Berthe said, the Jadwin 
plan 
contemplated the economic factors in- 
volvdc. 
He said that under the ,la«l- 
win plan, if it had been adopted, land 
would have been generously provided 
fir a number of spillways -one 
of 
them in Southeast Missouri for 
tin* 
sole protection 
of Cairo, 111., 
with­ 
out 
renumeration 
for 
the present 
owners of the land. 
In addition, 
he 
said, local agencies would have been 
called upon to furnish rights of way 
for levees and to make a substantial 
contribution toward new construction. 
1 he Jadwin plan overlooked a num­ 
ber of cost factors, Berthe said. Ex­ 
amined closely, he said, it showed at 
least $150,000,000 of hidden costs. In 
this final working out, ho 
continued, 
local districts would have borne 
50 
per cent of the future costs of flood 
control in addition to those borne in 
the past. 
The most ideal hill w-as passed by 
the Senate by a vote of 70 to 1, Ber­ 
the said, even when the president let 
it be known that he would veto 
the 
measure. 
Since its pasage, it 
was 
explained, efforts have been made to 


effect an agreement on the controver­ 
sial points and it is expected that the 
president will approve the bill, pro­ 
v id in g essentially the things origin­ 
ally written into it. 
Control of the 
Mississippi 
above 
the White river can he effected by 
levees alone, Berthe said, and there 
is no necessity

Agent, Scott M. Julian, th a t this dis 
ease was the cause of losses in colon 
ies w'hich most l>ee keepers attrib u t 
ed to moths, he stated th a t moths did 
not kill these and did not work 
on 
healthy colnoies, but the losses were 
caused by either the American or the 
European fowl brood. 
A large number of bee keepers a t ­ 
tended this dem onstration and w en 
shown how to locate fowl brood 
in 
their colonies. 
The deputy for New 
Madrid County, Donald Kizer of Ris- 
co was there and assisted Mr. Schott 
in m aking the transfers.

It has been found that sorgo silage 
and sorgo fodder, when fed with milo 
heads and cottonseed meal as concen­ 
trates, are somewhat better than cot­ 
tonseed hulls for fattening cattle, ac­ 
cording to the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
Cattle which 
were fed sorgo silage and fodder had 
more finish, made greater gains, and 
also made greater returns than those 
fed 
cotton 
seed 
hulls. 
Cottonseed 
hulls, however, can be used satisfac­ 
torily. 
There seems 
to be 
a 
very 
slight difference, if any, in the val­ 
ues of silage and fodder in fattening 
calves.

the 
Southwest 
thousands of 
icres of land formerly used for graz­ 
ing purposes only are now under cul­ 
tivation and are

cotton, grain sorghum, sorgo (sweet 
sorghum, and other crops.

‘KIND PIN’ CENTER OF 
NORTH AMERICA 


Europe, indeed the world, has 
its 
Greenwich and North America has its 
Meade's 
ranch. 
Comparatively 
few 
persons living even as close as Kan­ 
sas City, 
however, 
know that 
the 
geodetic capital of America, the point 
from which latitude and longitude are 
measured in the United 
States, 
in 
Mexico, in Canada and in Alaska, is 
in Osborne County in north 
central 
Kansas. 
The station consists only of an un­ 
ostentatious block of masonry about 
the size and height of a dinner table, 
into the surface of which has been set 
a nictal plate on which a cross is en­ 
graved. 
The cross marks the inter­ 
section of two great arcs of triangu­ 
lation, one extending from the A tlan­ 
tic coast to the Pacific seaboard along 
the thirtyninth paralel and the other 
extending from Canada to Mexico ap­ 
proximately along the ninety-eighth 
meridian of longitude. 
Set out in the center of a grea field 
in the Kansas plains, 
this 
primary 
station has little in a tangible way to 
distinguish it. 
It is far from 
any 
road, actually standing in the midst 
(tf a cultivated field. 
It is 
unlikely 
that more than one in 100,000 Ameri­ 
cans ever will see it. 
The point where these two 
great 
arcs of triangulation cross is called 
the North American datum, which is 
the origin of the latitude and longi­ 
tude of one-sixth of the earth’s sur­ 
face. 
It sometimes is called the king 
pin. 
R. S. Patton, acting director of the 
United States 
coast 
and 
geodeitc 
survey, suggests that from a scienti­ 
fic and historic point of view at 
least 
M eades’ ranch triangulation is worth 
of a monument at least as consuicu- 
uus and artists as the zero milestone 
in Washington which marks the be­ 
ginning of the Lincoln highway. 
The Greenwich of North 
America 
was established in Osborne 
county, 
Ka>.. because the longitude of places 
as obtained by telegraphic and astro 
nomical means did not agree exactly 
with their positions as determined by 
triangulation. 
According to the N a­ 
tional Geographic Society, dicrepanc 
ies are caused by the deflection of the 
vertical rays of light as they hit the 
atmosphere of the earth. 


The coast and geodetic survey com­ 
pleted a series of triangulation across 
the continent and then, after employ 
ing intricate mathematical processes 
and shifting the rigid network of its 
measurements about by 
slight 
dis 
tam es, finally arrived at the point in 
Osborne county, Kansas, where 
th 
errors in longitude and latitude 
of 
all the various stations were brought 
to the least possible quantity. 


A fter the permanetn basic survey­ 
ing skeleton had been established and 
the network definitely had been lay- 
ed down, the king pin of the system 
was located on Meade’s ranch in 1901. 
Within the near future it 
will 
be­ 
come the starting point for surveys 
and m aps in Alaska. 


Mr. Patton pointed out that every 
country that has been developed well 
industrially 
and 
commercially 
has 
found that its coasts must be chart­ 
ed accurately in order that the com­ 
merce of the seas may be carried in 
quickly and safely. 
Conical rocks and 
hidden reefs must be discovered and 
charted. 
The 
exact 
locations 
of 
lightusose, beacons, 
ligthships 
and 
buoys as aids to navigation must be 
indicated after they have been placed 
in strategic localities. 


isimiliarly, great arcs of triangula- 
tions must be extended in all direc­ 
tions in the interior of a country as 
a foundation on w'hich the boundaries 
and sudbivisions of the country may 
be based and to furnish data for the 
location of private 
property 
lines, 
typographic mapping and many other 
operations. 
It is agreed generally that only 
a 
rich country can afford to carry 
on 
its commercial 
and 
industrial 
de­ 
velopments without the accurate data 
supplied by topographic 
maps 
and 
control surveys. 
But these develop­ 
ments in the United States have been 
so rapid that 
in 
spite of the 
good 
start this country has in its survey­ 
ing and mapping, the latter has fall­ 
en behind the 
rapid 
industrial 
de­ 
velopment and it will be several years 
before the mapping and 
surveying 
catch up with 
the 
industrial 
and 
commercial needs of the country. 
“ In any country the triangulation 
system is based 
upon 
latitudes and 
longitudes, determined 
by star 
ob­ 
servations upon accurately measured 
lengths called base lines”, Mr. P at­ 
ton said, “ and uffon the observed an­ 
gles of a series of triangles extend­ 
ing from one base and astronomic po­ 
sition to another” . 
He pointed out 
that 
although 
a 
single astronomic station might he in 
to 
other 


r 
most of which work once was done 
as an aid to navigation. 
Until 1901 the surveys and m aps of 
tthe United States were based on arcs 
of triangulation which had not 
all 
j been joined and adjusted. 
At 
this 
time it was decided that the triangu­ 
lation system 
had 
been 
developed 
sufficiently to make it possible to se­ 
lect a single station in the 3,000,000 
square miles 
of 
the 
United States 
from which to compute the longitude 
in all directions through the triangu­ 
lation. 
Meade’s ranch, the chosen 
station, 
in 1901 w as ¡given the name United 
States Standard datum. 
In 1913 of­ 
ficials of the Canadian geodetic sur­ 
vey and of a similar organization 
in 
Mexico decided that it would he bet­ 
ter if the triangulation 
system s 
of 
those two countries could be fitted to 
that of the United States. 
It 
was 
suggested furth< i 
that 
the 
three 
countries should base their 
surveys 
and m aps on a 
single system 
and 
that Meade’s ranch with its latitude 
and longitude should be 
called 
the 
North American datum. 
TIiis suggestion was adopted 
and 
the North American datum 
became 
one of the largest pieces of interna­ 
tional scientific cooperation that ever 
has been accomplished. 
Heretofore many state boundaries 
had been based on astronomic obser­ 
vations and accordingly were unusu­ 
ally irregular. 
T h e state of Kansas, 
for instance, is almost a quarter of a 
mile wider than originally was 
in­ 
tended. 
Also, a north and south line 
be­ 
tween states frequently was made to 
depend on two astronomic longitude 
stations, one near the northern ends 
and one near the southern ends 
of 
thate States. 
Surveys then would he 
made to connect them with the north 
and south lines. 
Som etim es 
one 
surveying 
party 
would begin from each end, working 
toward each other, with the 
result 
that they frequently would 
fail 
to 
meet, sometimes by as much as 
a 
quarter or half a mile. 
“ The first order trinagulation 
net 
of the country has extraordinary 
ac­ 
curacy” , Mr. Patton said. 
“ A read­ 
justment of the triangulation net of 
the western half of the country, 
in­ 
cluding Meade’s ranch, indicates that 
the di.-tance between two places can 
be determined with 
such 
accuracy 
that the error seldom is greater than 
about 1-200,000 part of thi* distance” . 
He explained that this high degree 
of accuracy seems rather 
incredible, 
but is the usual thing in the triangu­ 
lation work of the coast geodetic sur­ 
vey.

Outdoor feed hoppers

Young chickens weighing one and 
a half pounds frequently make un­ 
usual gains in the fattening 
crates 
at low food cost. 
This is partly due 
to growth, according to County Agent 
Rentier. 
Broilers to be fattened are 
usually selected when 
they 
weigh 
one and a quarter to one and a half 
pounds. 
They are placed in the crat­ 
es 24 hours prior to the first feed. 
A good mixture for feeding is 
7 
parts of eornmeal, 3 parts 
of 
mid­ 
dlings mixed with sufficient 
butter­ 
milk or skim milk to make the whole 
about the consistency of pancake bat­ 
ter so that it will pour readily out of 
a can. 
Ordinarily 2 pounds of milk 
to l pound 
of the dry food is used. 
The birds require neither water 
no 
grit while on this ration. 
Their sole 
ration should consist 
of 
the

mixture. 
The method of feeding 
is 
to feed lightly for the first day or so 
then feed at lhast three times a day 
—five times is better. 
Care should 
be taken not to over-feed.

Schott wns giving a demonstration on 
transferring colonies from old fash­ 
ions! gums to modern hives and was 
assisted by Nick Menz of Chaffee anti 
James 
Ruper 
of Oran. 
The 
first 
hive opened was infected by the fowl 
brood and of the ten colonies trans­ 
ferred. nine were found to be infect­ 
ed. 
Mr. 
Schott 
told 
the 
County 
Agent, Scott M. Julian, that this dis­ 
ease was the cause of losses in colon­ 
ies which most lx*e keepers attribut­ 
ed to moths, he stated that moths did 
not kill these and did not work 
on 
healthy colnoies, but the losses were 
caused by either the American or the 
European fowl brood. 
A large number of bee keepers at­ 
tended this demonstration and were 
shown how to l«>cate fowl brood 
in 
their colonies. 
The deputy for New 
Madrid County, Donald Kiz«*r of Kis- 
co was there and assisted Mr. Schott 
in making the transfers. 
It is essential that all bee keepers 
in New Madrid County make a thor­ 
ough 
examination 
for 
either 
the 
European or American fowl brood and 
where it is found nothing should 
be 
saved except the colony of bees and 
these should be started on absolute 
new foundations. 
It would not do for 
two or three bee keepers 
to 
clean 
their colonies and for others not to do 
so, because it would be but a matter 
of time until they would be infected 
again. 
The old hives

contents 
should lie burned ami all instruments 
washed in kerosene.

1 pound paris green, 2 quarts 
cheap molasses, 3 Mr gallons of water, 
the juice, rind and pulp o f three or 
four oranges 
or lemons. 
Mix 
the 
bran and paris green together 
dry. 
Mix water, m olasses and juice, rind 
and pulp together and pour over the 
bran and stir thoroughly. 
Place this 
poison material either broadcast or in 
small pillets in field or around plnnts 
to be protected. 
This work should be 
done in the latter part of the evening 
w hile the bait is moist. 
When it be­ 
com es dry, the w orm s do not eat as 
readily.
